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DR. PETCH HONOURED 

Dr. Howard Earle Petch, President- 
designate of the University of Victoria, 
today (Friday) is receiving an honorary 
Doctor of Science degree from McMaster 
University where he had a distinguished 
career as student, administrator and 
Professor of Physics. 

Dr. Petch will also deliver the Con¬ 
vocation address during the Autumn 
Convocation for 688 McMaster graduates. 

Dr. Petch, 49, left McMaster in 1967 to 
become Academic Vice-President of the 
University of Waterloo, the position he 
now holds after being Acting President in 
1969-70. 

When he left McMaster, his resignation 
was described by the then President, Dr. 
H.G. Thode, as a great loss to McMaster 
and an equal gain to Waterloo. 

Waterloo loses Dr. Petch on January 1 
when he becomes President here. 

The President-designate was here last 
week in his third official visit since his 
appointment on August 20. This time he 
had his first opportunity to attend a 
Senate meeting, as well as to continue 
consultations with administrators and 
faculty.

COURSES POPULAR 

A total of 1,844 persons have registered 
in the non-credit fall programme of the 
Division of Continuing Education,. an 
increase of 10 per cent over last year. 
Director L.E. Devlin has announced. 

Dr. Devlin noted the Division intro¬ 
duced a broad range of programmes 
for community residents and profes¬ 
sional groups in September, as well as 
popular new language courses in Swedish, 
Norwegian, Hebrew and Latin. 

The French Language Diploma Pro¬ 
gramme began its fourth year with 
140 students, one half of whom were 
continuing students from previous years. 

Continuing short courses and work¬ 
shops for Registered Nurses are being 
offered in co-operation with the staff of 
McPherson Library and local hospital 
personnel. 

Dr. Sheila Berry (Bacteriology and 
Biochemistry) is giving a new course to 
65 student nurses at St. Joseph's Hospital 
School of Nursing. 

At the request of local groups, profes¬ 
sional courses for social workers and 
bankers are also being offered. There are 
also a number of new liberal and creative 
arts courses reflecting public interest in 
such areas as inflation, energy, nutrition, 
the metric system and biology. 

Dr. Devlin said 21 departments and 
specialized units such as Systems Ser¬ 
vices and the Counselling Centre helped 
develop the non-credit programme this 
fall. 

"We are grateful for the widespread 
support of academic offerings for the 
community." 

An additional 500 registrations are 
expected in the spring programme which 
starts January 27 to 30. 


MATS MOVES 

Media and Technical Services (MATS) 
began in 1967 in a storeroom in Building 
"R". Later it managed to boast a dark¬ 
room in an unused bathroom and it had a 
staff of one. 

Now, seven years later, it is newly 
housed in the basement of McPherson 
Library and has three darkrooms equipped 
for any kind of color and black and white 
processing, a photography studio, two 
video studios (including two recently 
acquired color TV cameras), an audio 
room, three workshops, a large equipment 
storage room, the usual offices, and a 
preview room for showing films, slides 
and video tapes. 

And Manager Ed Lloyd has a full-time 
staff of 11 and a number of part-time 


workers to meet day-to-day audio-visual 
needs of faculty, students and staff and 
to carry out a variety of tasks such as 
documenting events and material for 
University archives. 

The move into McPherson from the 
basement of the Campus Services Build¬ 
ing, where MATS has been located since 
1971, has just been completed. 

Mr. Lloyd said MATS could not handle 
any further growth in its last temporary 
quarters, and now with double the space 
— some 9,000 square feet — and better 
equipped facilities it will soon be ready to 
move ahead. 

"One of our problems is getting neces¬ 
sary input from the academic community 
as to the direction in which we should 
develop," he said.

"Actually our growth has been remark¬ 
ably slow. We don't want to repeat 
the experiences of other universities 
where great amounts of capital and 
operating funds were spent, in some cases 
beyond either their requirements or their 
expertise." 

He said "our feeling is that we're 
here to provide the best possible service 
within our terms of reference, to faculty, 
students and staff." 

With the new color cameras, video 
tapes can be produced in areas of research 
or study where color detail is important. 

MATS is also ready to instruct inter¬ 
ested teachers or students in the operation 
of closed-circuit television systems. 

The main television studio is com¬ 
modious enough to seat 60 persons plus, 
for example, a panel discussion group. 

A smaller studio will be used mainly by 
student teachers using video feedback to 
improve their lesson presentations. 

The studios will not be ready for full 
use until a variety of equipment supply 
problems are overcome. Meanwhile, the 
present studio in the MacLaurin Building 
will continue to be used. 

Another service MATS provides is to 
locate and order educational films and 
tapes for faculty.
